But 
ſuppoſe I ſhould ſpeak the Truth; could I poſſibly 
have offered a fairer method to come at it than I 
do in the Introduction to this Piece? If any think 
I could, I do there offer to ſubmit to their method, 
provided it be reaſonable. And it 1s certain, that 
if, after all this fair and plain dealing towards the 
Public, I am till notwithſtanding ſuſpected of ad- 
vancing falſities, and of a deſire of impoſing on 
Mankind; I fay, if, after all this, ſuch a Suſpi- 
cion of me be entertained, it is unjuſt ; and, if 
there be an unwillingneſs to be convinced, ſuch a 
method is ſtopping all avenues to Truth.

O Artiſt or Mechanic is required to per- 
form any part of his art without the 
help of Inſtruments; be he never ſo 
ſkilful he does not lay them aſide but the more 
able he is, the more certain you will be always to 
find the beſt inſtruments about him; and in the beſt 
order. An indifferent hand is always content- 
ed with indifferent tools, and really he is general- 
ly no true judge of the beſt tools. But the ſkilful 
artiſt or mechanic is not ſatisfied if he has not got 
the beſt, and with their aſſiſtance he will compleat 
a perfect peice in it's kind, or at leaſt ſomething . 
that is far beyond the abilities of the ordinary work- 
man. Even ſo it is in Phyſic. Medicines are 
the Inſtruments with which Phyſicians work, and 
without them they can do nothing, The greateſt 
knowledge of the animal œconomy, rand of the dif- 
ferent functions and operations of the Organs of 
the Human Body ; the greateſt- abilities for the 

Diſcernment of the various diſorders that do and 
may attend the movement of thoſe different Or- 
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2 INTRODUCTION. 


gans; the greateſt {kill in all the Branches of the } 
different remedies now in public uſe by Phyſicians ; 
all this, I fay, will not at all avail the Patient if 
ſome remedy be not internally or externally applied 
to his Body, that thereby. the diſordered motions 
thereof may be rectified, and every part of it put 
into that primary ſtate, in which it is by nature; 
ſo that the various motions of the Body voluntary 
or involuntary may be performed without trouble 
or pain to the individual. This is ſo plain, that 
i none, who think at all, will deny the truth of 
what I have here ſaid. If this be then the Caſe, 
much leſs will claſſical Learning, a great know- 
ledge of Languages, or an uncommon ſkill in Ma- 
thematics or Numbers in the Phyſician be of ſer- 
vice to his Patient. After all the pompous argu- 
ments that may be brought to ſupport this farrago 
of Science, the whole muſt be reduced to this, it 
muſt center here, that ſome remedy muſt be applied to 
the diſordered Body of the Patient; and in the 
choice of this Remedy depends the Succeſs of the 
Cure. I ſpeak humanly. This Choice, which is 
of ſo great importance, the Phyſician cannot be aſ- 
fiſted in by Mathematical knowledge, whatever 
ſome may ſay in vindication of it, nor by Skill in 
Languages, &c. He muſt have a knowledge of 
the Animal CEconomy, and muſt be capable of 
diſcerning what diſorder within the Body will oc- | 
caſion thoſe outward ſymptoms and apparent Pains” 
with which his Patient is affected, and he muſt 
likewiſe have a certain knowledge of the powers of 
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the various remedies in the materia medica; that ſo 
Ihe may be able to apply that remedy which is pro- 
per to the Diſorder of his Patient. For, as I juſt 
now ſaid, Medicines are the Inſtruments made uſe 
of to cure Diſeaſes, and on whatever ſide, whether 
of Nature or of the Diſeaſe, they lean, they will 
and do in every great Caſe determine the Event to 
Health or to Death. Of how great importance is 


it then for a Phyſician to be extremely careful what 
medicines he adminiſters, and to be ſo well ſkilled 


in the Power of Medicines or the Materia Medica 
as to be * to make a proper Choice? 


As I hon. mentioned the Inſufficiency or even 
inutility of Mathematics in the Practice of Phyſic, 
tho I do not intend to enter into a critical diſcuſ- 
ſion of the matter, which would carry me too far, 
for the Field is large, yet J will juſt mention an in- 
ſtance or two of the inſignificancy of it. 


Dr. Kal, in his Eſſay to aſcertain the Force of 
the Heart in driving the Blood through the whole 
Body, ſays, There is not any Problem in the A- 
“ nimal CEconomy, which appears to be of great- 
er Difficulty than that about the Force of the 
« Heart. And the Labour and Pains Borelli has 
taken in Eleven Propoſitions to determine it, do 
only demonſtrate that the Method he uſed was 
extremely intricate, .and his determination of its 
being equal to more than 133, 000. fp. weight

e employed to ſo little purpoſe by ſo great a Man 
has undoubtedly deterred others from attempting 
it.“ (And ſol think it ſhould deter any reaſon- 
able man ; for after all his Pains, the advantage- 
received from it would not be worth the trouble. 
However it does not deter the Doctor from his fa- 
vourite geometrical ſcheme ; he goes on) : © But 
I hope to make it appear that a very little Ge- 
e ometry, rightly made uſe of, will eaſily deter- 
< mine this ſeemingly very intricate problem.” 
And after he has toſſed the Ball backwards and 
forwards for ſome time, he gives it as a deter- 
mined poſition, that * the force of the Heart is 
equal to the weight of five Ounces.” So that 
the Difference between thoſe two great Geometri- 
clans, in the force of ſo ſmall an Organ as the Hu- 
man Heart, is only that of 134,995th. and ſome 
ounces. And if I may believe one, who was full 
equal to either of theſe two, they are both greatly 
miſtaken, and wide of the mark.

more at a loſs after peruſing them than before. He 


finds ſeveral of the greateſt and moſt eminent Phy- 
ſicians, Advocates for the Practice of Bleeding, 
Purging, or Vomiting in general and in ſeveral _ 
particular Caſes; and he likewiſe finds ſeveral of 
the greateſt and moſt eminent Phyſicians as warm 
Advocates againſt the Practice of Bleeding, Purg- 
ing, or Vomiting in general, and alſo in thoſe ve- 
ry particular Caſes in which the former ſo much

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Some have aſcribed all Diſeaſes to certain gene- 
ral Cauſes; Others have aſcribed all Diſeaſes to 
Hypochondriacal Paſſions; Some have aſcribed 
them all to the Scurvy; Others, to Convulſions; 
Others, to a Debility in the Animal Spirits; O- 
thers, to an indiſpoſition of the Glands. Some 
have aſcribed them all to an improper State of the 
Saliva, or of the Gall. Some, to a too great 
quantity of Acid in the Body; Some, to a too great 
quantity of Alcali; Some, to a vicious State of the 
bumours of the Body, in general; Others ſay, the 
humours of the Body are never corrupted but by 
an indiſpoſition of the Solids, theſe therefore ſay, 


the Cauſe of all Diſeaſes is to be ſought amongſt 
the Solids, &c. &c. Thus is a man after much 


ſtudy left in the Dark, and obliged; though his 
intentions be. never ſo upright, to a& with ſome 
degree of uncertainty ; and this every candid learn- 
ed Gentleman of the Profeſſion will own, if 
he will do juſtice to his conſcience, and confeſs 
that which within himſelf he knows to be truth. 
For Conciliador, a famous Spaniſb Phyſician, ſays, 
it is an inſeparable Quality of a bad Phyſician 
© never to own his Ignorance.* The famous and 
truly great Dr. Sydenham did own it, and a famous 
Phyſician, ſpeaking of himſelf and others, ſays of 
his Profeſſion, Quis enim eſt, qui ſemel non erret ? 
Aut quis qui ſemel tantum erret? Dubito an ſemper 
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Notwithſtanding all this, ſo great is the Preju- 
dice of Mankind in general in favour of the Phyſi- 
cians, owing to their great fear of Death conſe- 
quent to their eſtrangement to, and want of Con- 
dence in their CREATOR and SAVIOUR};*®* 
that in light Caſes, where nature would, if left to 
Herſelf, by abſtinence, &c. relieve herſelf ſoon, 
there they quickly load themſelves with medicine, 
(whereas the leſs a man takes the better) and by 
that means often make a triflingdiforder an important 
illneſs ; nay, when nothing ails them they muſt be 
raking Phyſic, and ſo do they, for fear of Sickneſs 
and Death, impair their Health, and often brit 
them both on ſooner. The Halians have a ol 
Proverb on this Practice, Jo ſtava bene, bd voluto 
ſtar maglio; hd pigliato un rimedio, & ne ſono morto. 
T was well, I would be better; I took Phyfic, and I 
died of it. The Emperor Adrian ſaid Turbs Medi- 
corum perii ; ſuch as theſe might each ſay Turbd Re- 
mediorum perii. When they are quite ſick, then 
they apply to them with a Confidence and Hope 
in them due to No Man upon Earth, $ and fo are 
very, very often deceived. I myſelf have been wit- 
neſs to ſuch a reception given to the Phyſician, as 
if his bare Preſence could work miracles on his diſ- 
caſed Patient. The Gentlemen of the Profeſſion 
themſelves cannot but applaud what I here fay,

as they are frequently witneſs of the truth of this 


great Error. They are too wile to aſſume to them- 
ſelves 1 more than belongs to Men. 5 


T hes before obſerved, Medicines are the In- 
ſtruments of Phyſicians to cure Diſeaſes, without 
the application of which Medicines, the greateſt 
Science is to no Purpoſe ; fo it is no Impeachment 
to their Abilities in the Science of Phyſic, that one 
or the other Diſorder is unconquerable to them. 
For if there be no Medicine in the whole Materia 
medica, that can ſubdue that Diſorder when it has 
attained any force, it would be very unreaſonable 
to aſk them to do that for which they are not pre- 
pared, and when they cannot be blamed for not 
being ſo prepared. Now that this is the Caſe in 
confirmed Diarrbæas, Dyſenteries, &c. is beyond 
all Doubt and Controverſy; let thoſe who doubt 
it, and who would have authorities of weight to 
be convinced of it, conſult on that head Cælius Au- 
relianus, Rhaza, Avicenna, Petrus Salius Diverſus, 
Lazarus Riverins, &c. and they will find I do not 
ſpeak at random. It is true, ſome of our modern 
Practitioners have affirmed they can cure thoſe diſ- 
orders ; but then the number of Patients of that 
fort who are carried off while under their hands, 
and the many who apply for Dr. Coctburn's Elec- 
tuary and are cured by it, after vain attempts on 
their ſide, are ſufficient evidences of the great want 
of a Medicine for thoſe grieyous and dangerous 
diſorders.
